The Lords being inform'd, That a Book, intitled, 
An Anſwer, by way of Declaration, to a Printed 
Paper, intitled, A Declaration of both Houſes of 
Parliament, in Anſwer to his Majeſty's laſt Meſſage 
concerning the Militia, was put out in the King's 
Name, which the Houſe conceived to have many 
Expreſſions in it, laying Imputations on the Parlia- 
„ ment: It was ordered, That the Printer © ſhould be 
ſent for, and to bring his Warrant or Authority 
with him for printing that Book. The ſaid Anſwer 
was as follows: *

« and that ſo general a Terror hath poſſeſſed the 
Minds and Hearts of all Men, that while the 
« Preſſes ſwarm, and every Day produceth new 
.< Tracts againſt the eſtabliſhed Government of 
< the Church and State, moſt Men want the Cou- 
rage or Conſcience to write, or the Opportunity 
© and 
© R:bert Barker, the King's Printer, who attended accordingly, 
and produced the Secretary of State's Warrant. as his Voucher, 
which we ſuppoſe gave ſuffigient Satisfaction to the Lords; for we 

find no more of this Matter, 
d The Reaſcn of the King's calling this An Anſwer, by way of 
Declaration, to a Printed Paper, intitled, A Declaration, and not An 
Anſwer to the Parliament's Declaration, was, becauſe it was printed 
by Order of both Houſes, without any previous Preſentment or 


Communication thereof to his Majeſty, as before obſerved in our 
Tenth Volume, p. 487. 
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© ſober Anima verſions, as might either preſerve 
the Minds of our good Subjects from ſuch In- 
< fetion, or reſtore and recover them when they 
care ſo infected: But we are contented to let ourſelf 


fall to any Office that may undeceive our People, 


and to take more Pains this Way by our own Pen, 
than ever King hath done, when we find any 
< Thing that ſeems to carry the Reputation and 
Authority of either, or both Houſes of Parliament; 
and will not have the ſame refuted or diſputed by 
common and vulgar Pens, till we are thoroughly 
© informed whether thoſe Acts have, in Truth, that 
© Countenance and Warrant they pretend. Which 
< Regard of ours we doubt not but, in Time, will 
recover that due Reverence (the Abſence where- 
© of we have too much Reaſon to complain of) to 
our Perſon and our Meſſages, which in all Ages 
© hath been paid (and no doubt is due) to the Crown 
of England. 

We have therefore taken Notice of a printed 
Paper, intitled, A Declaration of both Houſes of 
* Parliament, in Anſwer to our laſt Meſſage con- 


© cerning the Militia, publiſhed by Command The 


© which we are unwilling to believe (both for the 


Matter of it, the Expreſſions in it, and the Man- 


ner of publiſhing it) can reſult from the Conſent 


< of both Houſes : Neither do we know by what 
< lawful Command ſuch uncomely and irreverent 
Mention of us can be publiſhed to the World. 
And tho? Declarations of this Kind have of late, 
with too much Boldneſs, broken in upon us and 
© the whole Kingdom, when one, or both Houſes 
© have thought fit to communicate their Counſels 
and Reſolutions to the People; yet we are un- 


< willing to believe, that ſuch a Declaration as this 


© ſhould be publiſhed in Anſwer to our Meſſage, 
< without vouchſafing at leaſt to ſend it to us as their 
© Anſwer : Their Buſineſs, for which they are met 
* by our Writ and Authority, being to counſel us 
for the Good of our People, not to write againſt

long continuing together, enabling them to do 
* any Thing, but what they were firſt ſummoned 
by our Writ to do. At leaſt we will believe, 
though Miſunderſtanding and Jealouſy (the Ju- 
© ſtice of God will overtake the Fomenters of that 
© Jealouſy, and the Promoters and Contrivers of 
that Miſunderſtanding) might produce (to ſay no 
© worſe) thoſe very untoward Expreſſions ; yet if 
* thoſe Houſes had contrived that Declaration as an 
* Anſwer to our Meſſage, they would have vouch- 
© ſafed ſome Anſwer to the Queſtion propoſed in 
ours, which we profeſſed did and muſt evidently 
< prevail over our Underſtanding ; and, in their 
* Wiſdom and Gravity, they would have Veen ſure 
© to have ſtated the Matters of Fact, as (at leaſt to 
ordinary Underſtandings) might be unqueſtion- 


able: Neither of which is done by that Declara- 
* tion. 


We deſired to know why we were, by that AQ, . 


© abſolutely excluded from any Power or Authority 
* in the Execution of the Militia ; and we muſt 
< appeal to all the World, Whether ſuch an At- 
* tempt be not a greater and juſter Ground for 
Fear and Jealouſy in us, than any one that is a- 
* vowed for thoſe deſtructive Fears and Jealouſies, 
© which are ſo publickly owned, almoſt to the Ruin 


* of the Kingdom. But we have been told, That 
e muſt not be jealous of our Great Council of both 


* Houſes of Parliament. We are not, no more than 
* they are of us, their King; and hitherto they have 
not avowed any Jealouſy of, or Diſaffection to, 
* our Perſon ; but imputed all to our evil Counſel- 
lors, to a malignant Party that are not of their 
* Minds: So we do (and we do it from our Soul) 
< profeſs no Jealouſy of our Parliament; but of 
© ſome turbulent, ſeditious, and ambitious Natures ; 
* which, being not ſo clearly diſcerned, may have 
* an Influence even upon the Actions of both 
* Houſes: And if this Declaration hath paſſed by 
© ſuch Conſent, (which we are not willing to be-

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< lieve) it is not impoſſible but that the Apprehen- An. 18 Car. I. 


« fjon of ſuch Tumults, which have driven us from 
our City of London, for the Safety of our Perſon, 
may make ſuch an Impreſſion in other Men, not 
able to remove from the Danger, to make them 
c conſent, or not to own a Diſſent, in Matters not 
« agreeable to their Conſcience or Underſtanding. 

We mentioned, in that our Anſwer, our Diſ- 
© like of the putting of their Names out of the Bill 
< whom before they recommended to us in their 
< pretended Ordinance, and the leaving out, by 
© ſpecial Proviſion, the preſent Lord Mayor of Lon- 
© don, to all which the Declaration affords no An- 
ſwer; and therefore we cannot ſuppoſe it was in- 
© tended for an Anſwer to that our Meſſage; which 
* whoſoever looks upon, will find to be in no De- 
« gree anſwered by that Declaration. 

Hut it informs all our Subjects, after the Men- 
© tion with what Humility the Ordinance was pre- 
< pared and preſented to us, (a Matter very evident 
in the Petitions and Meſſages concerning it) and 
© our Refuſal to give our Conſent, notwithſtanding 
the ſeveral Reaſons offered of the Neceſſity there- 
of, for the Securing of our Perſon, and the Peace 
© and Safety of our People, (whether any ſuch Rea- 


© ſons were given, the Weight of them, and whe- _ 


< ther they were not clearly and candidly anſwered 
© by us, the World will eafily judge) That they were 
© at laſt neceſſitated to make an Ordinance by Authority 
© of bath Houſes, to ſettle the Militia, warranted 
* thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land: 
But if that Declaration had indeed intended to 
© have anſwered us, it would have told our good 
Subjects what thoſe Fundamental Laws of the 
© Land are, and where to be found; and would at 
< leaſt have mention'd one Ordinance, from the firſt 
Beginning of Parliaments to this preſent Parlia- 
ment, which endeavoured to impoſe any Thing 
© upon the Subject without the King's Conſent ; for 
of ſuch all the Inquiry we can make, could never 
produce us one Inſtance, And it there be ſuch a

Beginning of the World to this Time, and now 
is diſcovered to take away the juſt and legal Power 
of the King, we wiſh there be not ſome other 
© Secret (to be diſcovered when they pleaſe) for the 
© Ruin and Deſtruction of the Liberty of the Sub- 
« ject ; for, no doubt, if the Votes of both Houſes 
© have any ſuch Authority to make a new Law, it 
hath the ſame Authority to repeal the old ; and 
then what will become of the long-eſtabliſhed 
Rights and Liberties of the King and Subject, 
and particularly of Magna Charta, will be eaſily 

diſcerned by the moſt ordinary Underſtandings. 
It is true we did (out of our Tenderneſs to the 
Conſtitution of the Kingdom, and Care of the 
Law, which we are bound to defend, and being 
* molt aſſured of the Unjuſtifiableneſs of the pre- 
< tended Ordinance) invite and defire both our 
Houſes of Parliament to ſettle whatſoever ſhould 
de fit of that Nature, by Act of Parliament; but 
< were we therefore obliged to paſs whatſoever 
< ſhould be brought to us of that Kind? We did 
ſay in our Anſwer to the Petition of both Houſes, 
< preſented to us at York the 26th of March laſt, 
© (and we have ſaid the ſame in other Meſſages be- 
fore) That we always thought it neceſſary the Bu- 
ſineſs of the Militia fpould be ſeitled, and that we 
© never genied the Thing, only denied the May; and 
we ſay the ſame {till, ſince the many Diſputes 
© and Votes upon Lord-Lieutepants, and their 
* Commiſſions (which were begun by us, or our 
Father) had fo diſcountenanced that Authority, 
* which for many Years together was happily look- 
© ed upon with Reverence and Obedience by the 
People; we did, and do, think it very neceſſary 
that ſome wholeſome Law be provided for that 
£ Buſineſs ; but we declared, in our Anſwer to the 
< pretended Ordinance, #Fe expected that that ne- 
* ceſſary Power ſhould be firſt inveſted in us, be- 
fore we conſent to transfer it to other Men : 
Neither could it ever be imagined, that we would

But that Declaration faith, We were pleaſed to 

© offer them a Bill ready drawn, and that they (to ex- 
< preſs their earneſt Zeal to correſpond with our Deſire) 
© did paſs that Bill; yet all that Expreſſion of Aﬀec- 
tion and Loyalty, all that earneſt Defire of theirs 
© to comply with us, produced no better Effect than an 
© abſolute Denial even of what, by our former Meſ- 
« ſages, (as that Declaration conceives) we had pro- 
© miſed; and ſo proceeds (under the Pretence of 
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4 © mentioning evil and wicked Counſels) to cenſure 
3 and reproach us in a DialeR, that we are confi- 
4 « dent our good Subjects will read with much In- 


< dignation on our Behalf. But ſure, if that Decla- 
ration had paſſed the Examination of both Houſes 
© of Parliament, they would never have affirmed, 
© That the Bill we refuſed to paſs was the ſame we 
< ſent to them; or have thought that our Meſſage, 
© wherein the Difference and Contrariety between 
the two Bills is fo particularly ſet down, would 
be anſwered with the bare averring them to be 
one and the ſame Bill: No more would they 
© have declared (when our Exceptions to the Ordi- 
© nance and the Bill are ſo notoriouſly known to 
© all our People) That, Care being taken to give Satiſ- 
faction in all the Particulars we had excepted againſt 
in the Ordinance, we had found no Exceptions to 
* the Bill; and yet this very Declaration confeſ- 
© ſeth, that our Exception to the Ordinance was, 
© That in the Diſpoſing and Execution thereof we 
© were excluded. And was not this an expreſs 
© Reaſon, in our Anſwer, for our Refuſal of the Bill, 
which this Declaration will needs confute ?

May 2 1. The following Meſſage of Thanks, from 
both Houſes, was ordered to be ſent to the Privy- 
Council in Scotland, for their adviſing the King to 
return to his Parliament, Sc. Mr. Hhitlocke tells 
us, That the King had wrote to the Scott Privy- 
Council, to acquaint them with the State of his 
Affairs in England; and that to this he received a 
dutiful and affectionate Anſwer, with a Petition 
from divers of the Nobility and People there, full 
of Zeal and Loyaity to his Service; but that the 
Parliament hearing of this, took Courſe to turn the 
Balance within eight Days after. The Truth of 
our Memorialiſt's Aſſertion is fully confirmed by 
the Opinion of the Scots Privy-Council, addreſſed 
to the Parliament as before mentioned, ® and by the 
following Inſtrument from both the Houſes.

Some further Account of this remarkable Affair 
may be here very proper; becauſe the King's 
ano Poſleſſion of the Great Seal was thou Ke, 
by all Parties, a moſt conſiderable Advantage. The 
Lord Keeper Littleton, by having declared his Opi- 
nion in Favour of the Ordinancefor the Militia; by 
refuſing to demand of the Earls of Efjex and Holland 
the Reſignation of their Offices of Chamberlain of 
the Houſhold and Groom of the Stole, as before- 
mentioned u; and by complying with the prevail- 
ing Party in Oppoſition to the King, had highly 
diſguſted his Majeſty ; inſomuch that his — 
the Parliament was by them abſolutely unexpected. I 


Lord Clarendon has given us a very particular 
Narrative of the Manner, by which this Affair was 
conducted ; and which is the more to be regarded, 
becauſe he was the very Perſon entrufted by the 
_ to bring it about. The Whole is too long for 
our Purpoſe, we ſhall therefore content ourſelves 
with ſome of the moſt remarkable Circumſtances, 
and refer to his Lordſhip's Hiſtory for the reſt n. 

At an Interview of the Lord Keeper and Mr. 
Hyde, (between whom there had been frequent Vi- 
ſits) the latter, with great Freedom and Plainneſs, 
told his Lordſhip, How much he had loſt the 
Eſteem of all good Men, and that the King could 
not but be exceedingly diſſatisfied with him ;* and 
diſcourſed over the Matter of his Vote upon the 
Ordinance for the Militia. As ſoon as Mr. Hyde 
had entered upon this Diſcourſe, which he heard

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with all Attention, they being by themſelves in his 
Study at Exeter-Houſe, he roſe from his Chair and 
went to the Door; and finding ſome Perſons in the 
next Room, he bad them to wWithdraw; and, lock-

ing both the Door of that Room and of his Study, 


he ſat down himſelf, and making Mr. Hyde fit down 


too, he began * With giving him many Thanks for 
c his Friendſhip to him, which, he ſaid, he had 
< ever eſteemed ; and he could not more manifeſt 
© the Eſteem he had of it and him, than by ufing 
© that Freedom again with him which he meant to 
« do. Then he lamented his own Condition; and 
< that he had been preferred from the Common- 
< Pleas, where he knew both the Buſineſs and the 
<« Perſons he had to deal with, to the other high 
< Otice he now held; which obliged him to con- 
c verſe and tranſact with another Sort of Men, who 
< were notknown to him, and in Affairs which he 
< underftood not, and had not one Friend among 
them with whom he could 'confer upon any 
Doubt which occurred to him. 5 
He ſpoke then of the unhappy State and Con- 
dition of the King's Buſineſs; how much he had 


| been, and was ſtill, betrayed by Perſons who were 


about him; and with all poſſible Indignation againſt 
the Proceedings of the Parliament; and ſaid, They 
© would never do this, if they were not reſolved to 
© do more: That he knew the King too well, and 
© obſerved the Carriage of — 2 much, 
© and the whole Current of public Tranſactions, 
s theſe laſt ive or fix Months, not to foreſee, thatit 
© could not be long before there would be a War 


© between the King and the two Houſes; and of 


© the Importance, in that Seaſon, that the Great 
< Seal ſhould be with the King.“ Then he fell into 


many Expreſſions of his Duty and Affection to the 
King's Perſon, as well as to his high Degree; and, 
That no Man ſhould be more ready to periſh with, 
< and for, his Majefty, than he would be: That the 


Proſpect he had of this Neceſſity had made him car- 


© ry himſelf towards that Party with ſo much Com- 
© pliance, that he might be gracious with * 4

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£ which he knew many had endeavoured to infuſe 
into them; and that there had been a Conſulta- 
< tion, within few Days, whether, in regard that 
© he might be ſent for by the King, or that the 
« Seal might be taken from him, it would not be 
< beſt to appoint the Seal to be kept in ſome ſuch 


« ſecure Place, as that there might be no Danger 


© of loſing it; and that the Keeper ſhould always re- 
© ceive it for the Execution of his Office, they ha- 


eving no, Purpoſe to diſoblige him. And the 
© Knowledge he had of this Conſultation, and Fear 
© he had of the Execution of it, had been the Rea- 


© ſon why, in the late Debate upon the Militia, 
© he had given his Vote in ſuch a Manner as he 
© knew would make very ill Impreſſions with the 
King, and many others who did not know him 
© very well; but that, if he had not in that Point 
< ſubmitted to their Opinion, the Seal had been ta- 
© ken from him that Night; whereas, by his Com- 
< pliance in that Vote, which could only prejudice 
© himſelf, and not the King, he had gotten ſo 
© much into their Confidence, that he ould be 
© able to preſerve the Seal in his own Hands till 
the King required it, and then he would be as 
£ _ to attend his Majeſty with it.“ 

Mr. Hyde was very well pleaſed with this Diſ- 
courſe, and aſked him, Whether he would give 
© him Leave, when there ſhould be a fit Octation, 
© to aſſure the King, that he would perform this 
« Service when the King ſhould require it? He de- 
fired * That he would do fo, and paſs his Word for 
© the Performance of it, as ſoon as his Majeſty 
* pleaſed ;* and ſo they parted. — The King, being 
informed of what had paſſed at this Interview, was 


at firſt very unwilling to rely upon the Lord-Keep- 


er's Promiſes, but being at length ſatisfied of his 
good Intentions towards him, reſolved, + That he 
would, ſuch a Day of the Week following, ſend 
for the Keeper and the Seal ;* and that it ſhould 
be, as had been adviſed, upon a Saturday Afternoon,

© Certainly this Kingdom hath, at all Times, 
many Advantages over the other Monarchies of 
Europe ; as, of Situation, of Plenty, of rich Com- 
modities ; of Power both by Sea and Land: But

This Kingdom never N ſo univerſal a 
Peace, neither hath it any viſible Enemy in the 
whole World, either Infidel or Chriſtian ; our E- 
nemies are only of our own Houſe, ſuch as our own 
Diſſentions, Jealouſies, and Diſtractions have raiſed 
up: And certainly where they are found, eſpecially 
betwixt a King and his People, no other Cauſe of 
the Unhappineſs and Miſery of a State need to be 
ſought aſter; for Civil Diſcord is a plentiful Source, 
from whence all Miſeries and Miſchiefs flow. 

© The Scripture telleth us of the Strength of a 
little City united, and of the Inſtability of a King- 
dom divided within itſelf : So that, upon a prudent 
Enquiry, we may aſſign our own Jealouſies and 
Diſcords for the chief Cauſe of our paſt and preſent 
Troubles, and of our future Fears. 

It muſt be confeſs'd, that by the Counſel and 
Conduct of evil Miniſters, the Subjects had Cauſe 
to think their juſt Liberties invaded ; and from 
thence have our former Diſtempers grown : For it 
is in the Body Politic of a Monarchy, as in the Na- 
tural Body, the Health whereof is defined to be,

r of the Parts: $0 likewiſe a State is well in 
Health and well diſpoſed, when Sovereign Power

* And truly, my Lords, by the Goodneſs of his 
Majeſty, and by the prudent Endeavour of the 
Parliament, this State is almoſt reduced to that equal 
and even Temper ; and our Sickneſs is rather con- 
tinued out of Fancy and Conceit, (I mean Fears 
and Jealouſies) than out of any real Diſtempers. 

© I well remember, that, before the Beginning of 
this Parliament, ſome Noble Lords preſented a Pe-

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pers of the Kingdom which then occurred to them. 
To thefe, as I conceive, the Parliament have pro- 
cured, from his Majeſty, ſuch Redreſſes as are to 
their good Satisfaftion. * . _ 

Many other Things for the Eaſe, Security, and 
Comfort of the Subject, have been, by their great 
Induſtry, found and propounded ; and, by his Ma- 
jeſty's Goodneſs, condeſcended unto. And now 
we are come ſo near the Happineſs of being the 
moſt free and moſt fettled Nation in the Chriſtian 
World, our Dangers and Miſeries will grow, ever 
Day, greater and nearer, if not ſpeedily prevent 4 

The King, on his Part, offereth to concur with 
us in the ſettling all the Liberties and Immunities, 
either for the Property of our Goods or Liberty of 
our Perſons, which we have received from our An- 
ceſtors, or which himſelf hath granted unto us; 
and as to what ſhall yet remain for the Good and 
Comfort of his Subjects, he is willing to hearken to

If, for the Sins of this Nation, theſe Miſunderſtand- 
ings ſhould produce the leaſt Act of Hojtility, it is 
not almoſt to be believed how impoſlible it were to 
put any Stay to our Miſeries: For a Civil War ad- 
mits of none of thoſe Conditions of Quarter, by 
which Cruelty and Blood are, amongf other Ene- 
mies, kept from Extremities : Nay, if it ſhould but 
ſo happen, which God of his Goodneſs avert, that, 
mutually, Forces and Armies ſhould be raiſed, Jea- 
louſies and Fears would be ſo much increaſed there- 
by, that any Accommodation would be rendered 
full of Difficulty and Length; and the very Charge of 
maintaining them (whilſt firſt a Ceſſation of Arms, 
and then a general Accommodation were in treat- 
ing) would conſume the Wealth of the Kingdom. 
And of this we had lately acoſtly Example: For 
in thoſe unhappy Times, betwixt us and Scotland, 
after there was a Stop made to any further Acts of 
Hoſtility, and a Deſire of Peace expreſſed on both 
Sides; Commiſſioners nominated, and all the Ar- 
ticles propounded ; yet the keeping of the Armies 
together for our ſeveral Securities, whilſt the Ceſſa- 
tion at Rippon and the Peace at London were in 
treating, coſt this Kingdom not much leſs than a 
Million of Pounds.

My Lords, what I have yet faid unto you, 
hath been chiefly grounded upon the Apprehenſions 
and Fears of our future Dangers.

We have before taken Notice from Mr. J/þie- Ine. 
licke, That the Lord Paget had not only accepted 
of a Commiſſion of Lord-Lieutenant of the County 
of Bucks, under the Ordinance of Parliament, but 
had alſo appointed his Deputy-Lieutenants. This 
is confirm'd by Lord Clarendon, with the following 
additional Particulars : —=© The Lord Paget, who 
had contributed all his Faculties to the Parliament's 
Service, and to the Prejudice of the King's, from 
before the Beginaing of the Parliament ; had been 
one of their Teisers to broach thoſe bold high 
Overtures ſoberer Men were not, at firſt, willing 
to be ſeen in; had, with great Pomp and Solemnity, 
executed their Ordinance, in Defiance of the King's 
Proclamation; and had ſubſcribed a greater Num- 
ber of Horſes for their Service, upon their Propoſi-

be induced to do, through God's Blefling, you ſhall 
both honour God, maintain the true Religion, ſave 
this Kingdom, ſave the Parliament, and crown 
your good Beginnings that God hath pleaſed to 
ſhew himſelf unto us in. 

This is not now a Time for Men to think with 
themſelves, that they will be in their Shops to get 
a little Money : This is a Time to do what you 
do- in common Dangers ; let every Man take his 
Weapons in his Hand, let him offer himſelf wil- 
lingly to ſerve his God, and to maintain true Reli- 


— Vou may remember what God ſaith by the 


Prophet, My Heart is ſet upon thoſe People that are 


willing to offer themſelves willingly upon the high Pla- 
ces : Let every Man therefore ſhut up his Shop, let 
him take his Muſket, let him offer himſelf readily 
and willingly ; let him not think with himſelf who 
ſhall pay me; but rather think this, I'll come 
* forth to ſave the Kingdom, to ſerve my God, to 
maintain his true Religion, to ſave the Parliament, 
to ſave this noble City; and when this Danger is 


overcome, I'll truſt the State that they will have 


a Regard unto whatſoever may be fit either for my 
* Reparation in any Loſs, or for my Reward.' 

Do as you do in common Dangers, as when 
there is a Houſe on Fire; Men aſk not who ſhall 
pay them their Day's Wages; but every Man 
comes forth of his Doors ; hes to quench the Fire; 
brings a Bucket, if he has one; borrows one of 
his Neighbour, if he has not: When the Fire is 
quenched then the City will regard to repair any 
Man that has ſuffered all Day. That do you; eve- 
ry one bring forth his Arms, if he has any; if he 
has none, Jet him borrow them of his Neighbour,

If you ſhall come forth, God will go forth with 
you; he will fight for you, he will ſave you; but 
Card ? He will not ſave you without yourſelves, 
You may remember what was ſaid, Curſe ye Meroz, 


becauſe they came not out to help the Lord againſt the 


Migbiy. He needs not your Help, but he will uſe 
our Service, that he may bleſs you ; and therefore 
Jet every Man be encouraged, let him ſhew his 
Readineſs, let him ſhew his Forwardneſs. Re- 
member what the Scripture faith, Hear, O Iſrael, 
God is with you ſo long as ye are with bim. The 
Lord will be with you in this Cauſe, for it is his 
Cauſe ; but then you muſt ſhew yourſelves ready 
to be with him. But I need not uſe theſe Speeches 
to thoſe that have expreſſed, already, fo much Af. 
ſection as you have done; I ſhall only 
ou to go on: Be not therefore daunted ; let not 
Malignant Parties, that go up and down, and would 
go about to inform you that there are theſe Fear; 
and thefe Dangers, let them not, I ſay, make you 
be wanting to yourſelves ; fear them not at all.

I ſhall only add, That when you ſhall have ſa 
done in that Meaſure, and in that Proportion, which 
we do not doubt but you will do, becauſe you have 
always ſhewed your Affections and your Wiſdoms 
to be ſo great in carrying on of this Buſineſs : I ſay, 
when you ſhall have ſo behaved yourſelves, there is
